A New York letter says: No class of 
ew York's population increases faster 
ban the Hebrew. It is now estimated 
t 75,000, and is still growing rapidly. 
As a rule, the Jews marry young, and 
heir families are generally large. Old 
achclors and old maids are not near so 


numerous among these people as among 
others. With all their fondness for 
money making, the domestic instinct is 
strong among the Jews, and the home 
circle appears to have greater attrac- 
;ions for them than for many who rail 
it them as people who live only to grow 
rich. Another noble characteristic is 
their morality. It is very rarely that a 
Jew appears in the police courts; they 
arc not quarrelsome, they do not get 
drunk, they respect the law, and they 
seldom have any trouble among them- 
selves. Among what is called the low- 
er class of Jews, when any trouble of 
this kind does occur, it is usually set- 
tled in the synagogues, by a sort of 
council, which exists especially for that 
purpose. The proportion of Jewish 
women among the degraded of that sex 
is very small, if it exists at all. On 
this point the statement of a Division 
street milliner to a reporter, the other 
day, has 
some bearing. There _ are 


about fifty milliner shops in Division 
street, and all are kept by Jews. 
Yon 


cannot pass any of these shops at any 
hour of the day, without seeing an at- 
tractive young woman outside, solicit- 
ing people to come in and buy. 
The 


soliciting is done quietly, and the man- 
ner of the girls is always modest. 
A 


reporter making the tour of the neigh- 
borhood, asked one of the sture keep- 
ers if the cirls were not too much ex- 
posed by being kept outside. 
The an- 


swer was that they do not suffer in any 
way, that no offensive rcuiark is ever 
made to them, and that, at all events, 
Jewish girls, as a class, are well able to 
take care of themselves. 
Most of these 


girls are daughters of the people who 
keep the stores, and will probably keep 
similar stores themselves when they 
inarry. 


Maliin? Lumber out of Straw. 


Trenton Gazelle. 


TLe versatile ingenuity of a Western 


inventor, who doubtless foresees 
the 


time in the far distant future when the 
forest shall cease to clothe the hills and 
dales, and the demand for lumber shall 
prove vastly in excess of the supply, has 
succeeded in devising a substitute for 
the product of the virgin or the culti- 
vated soil. 
His plan is to use the fra- 


gile vsgetablc straw, and by a peculiar 
process to cDmpress it into a subntanee 
as hard and indestructible as oak lum- 
ber. 
It is claimed that this process 


converts wheat straw into timber which 
is susceptible of as fine a polish and fin- 
ish as mahogany and black walnut, at a 
cost not in excess of the best clear 
pine. The straw is first manufactured 
by the ordinary paper mill process into 
straw board, and a sufficient number of 
sheets of the right siae are taken to 
make the required timber. They are 
soaked and softened in a chemical solu- 
tion, which is, of course, the inventor's 
secret. 
After the fiber of the paste- ( 


board is sufficiently saturated, the pile 
of sheets is pressed between a series of 
rollers, which consolidates them^so that 
when dry the whole is a hard atiefc. 
It 


is also claimed that the process renders 
this wood substitute impervious to wa- 
ter, and the chemicals used are such as 
to -make it fire proof. 
But the san-. 


guine inventor has only made samples 
thus far.

debt, so much reduced, should be ex- 
tinguished by the full payment of every 
dollar thereof; that the reviving indus- 
tries should1 be further promoted, and 
that the commerce, already so great, 
should be steadily encouraged. 


Second—The constitution of the United 


States is a supreme law, and not a mere 
contract. Out of confederated states it 
is made a sovereign nation. Some pow- 
ers are denied to the states, but the boun- 
dary between the powers delegated and 
those reserved Is to be determined by the 
national and not the state tribunal. 


Third—The work of popular education 


is one left to the care of tho several 
stutes, but it is the duty of Jhe national 
government to aid that work to tue ex- 
tent of its constitutional ability. The 
intelligence ol the nation is but the ag- 
gregate of the intelligence in the several 
states, and the destiny of the nation must 
be giuded, not by the genius of any one 
state, but by the average genius of all.

an establishment of religions, but: it is 
idle to hope that the nation can be pro- 
tected against the influence of sectarian- 
ism while each Btate is exposed to the 
domination. We therefore recommend 
that the constitution be so amended as to 
lay the same prohibition upon the legis- 
lature of each state, acd to forbid the ap- 
propriation of public tunds to the sup- 
port of sectarian schools. 


Fifth—We re-affirm tho belief avowed 


in 1876, that the duties levied for the pur- 
pose of revenue should so discriminate as 
to favor American labor ; that no further 
grant of the public domain should be 
made to any railway or other corpora- 
tions ; that slavery having perished in 
the States, its twin ^barbarity—polygamy 
—muit die in the territories ; that every- 
where the protection accorded to a citi- 
zen of American birth must be secured to 
citizens by American adoption; that we 
esteem it the duty of Congress to develop 
and improve our water courses and har- 
bon, but insist that further subsidies to 
private persons or corporations must 
cewe; that the obligations of the repub- 
lic to the men who preserved its integrity 
lathe day of battle are undiminisbed by 
the lapse of fifteen years since their final 
victor/, and their perpetual honor is and 
•kail forever be the grateful privilege and 
•acred duty of the American people. 


Sixth—Hlnce the authority to regulate 


immigration and intercourse between the 
United State* and foreign nations rests 
with the Congtese of the United States 
and its treaty-making powers, the Re- 
publican party, regarding these nnrc- 
ttricted immigrations of Chinese aa an 
evil of great magnitude, invoke the ex- 
ercise of that power to restrain and limit 
that immigration by the enactment of 
such just, humane and reasonable pro- 
visions as will produce the result.

the pipes from the meter m the cellar, 
and soon after the smell of gas was very 
strong. Along in the night thc policeman 
could hardly enter the headquarters, and 
Sunday morning the smell of gas perva 
ded the 
entire building, and though 


efforts were made to locate the leak, it 
could not be found While Chailey Peake 
and his two nephews were seated in the 
justice's office there was a sudden explo 
MOD which shook the entire building, the 
shock being felt by those standing at the 
foot of the stairway 
Soon after smoke 


was seen to issue from the window in 
Peake's office, and fire was discovered 
between the floor and ceiling, near the 
south side of the building 
A hatchet 


was speedily obtained, the floor cutaway, 
and with buckets of water and dampened 
rags, packs and coats, strenuous cflorts 
were made to smother the flames caused 
by the burning gas which flowed from thc 
pipe 
The situation for a time was quite 


alarming, and was rendered more so as 
the minutes passed on account of the ma 
bility of the men to check thc flames, or 
to find the meter in order that the gas 
might be shut off Some proposed that 
the fire alarm be sounded, but others ob 
jected, and no alarm was given 
In the 


nick of time Mr H Mueller appeared on 
tne scene and shut off the gas, but not 
before the men had succeeded in smooth 
ering the flames About 1500 feet of gas 
escaped from the hole m the night.togetb 
er with that consumed by burning Mr 
Butman states that there would have been 
no explosion had there been a vent large 
enough for the accumulated gas to escape 
Had the explosion occurred during the 
night, m all probability at least one of 
the most important business blocks in thc 
city would be a mass of rums to da) 
Hereafter special pains should be taken 
to see that the gas pipes are perfectly 
tight and secure before the gas is turned 
on 
Sunday's experience will prove a 


timely warning to owners of properly
